WHEREAS, I.C. 6-1.1-12.1-1(3)(B) includes as "new 
manufacturing equipment" any tangible personal property which is 
used to dispose of solid waste or hazardous waste by converting 
the solid waste or hazardous waste into energy or other useful 
products; and 

WHEREAS, I.C. 6-1.1-12.1-1(3) permits a deduction from 
assessment for tangible personal property that is used to dispose 
of solid waste or hazardous waste by converting the solid waste 
or hazardous waste into energy or other useful products if 
installed after March 1, 1993, and before March 2, 1996, even if 
the property was installed before the area where the property is 
located was designated as an Economic Revitalization Area or the 
Statement of Benefits for the property was approved by the 
designating body; and 

WHEREAS, said project will convert 70,000 tons of ferrous 
scrap metal and 18,000,000 of non-ferrous scrap metal of 
otherwise waste products into useable products annually; and 

WHEREAS, said project will create 9 additional permanent 
jobs for a total additional annual payroll of $153,000, with the 
average new annual job salary being $17,000 and retain 191 
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permanent jobs for a total annual payroll of $4,328,060, with the 
average job salary being $22,660; and 

WHEREAS, the total estimated project cost is $563,155; and 

WHEREAS, recommendations have been received from the 
Committee on Finance and the Department of Economic Development 
concerning said Resolution; and 

WHEREAS, notice of the adoption and substance of said 
Resolution has been published in accordance with I.C. 6-1.1-12.1- 
2.5 and I.C. 5-3-1 and a public hearing has been conducted on 
said Resolution; and 

WHEREAS, if said Resolution involves an area that has 
already been designated an allocation area under I.C. 36-7-14-39, 
The Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission has adopted a Resolution 
approving the designation.

SECTION 4. That, the estimate of the cost of the new 
manufacturing equipment is reasonable for equipment of that type, 
and that the estimate of the amount of solid waste or hazardous 
waste that will be converted into energy or other useful products 
can reasonably be expected to result from the installation of the 
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new manufacturing equipment, and that any other benefits about 
which information was requested are benefits that can be 
reasonably expected to result from the proposed installation of 
new manufacturing equipment, and that the totality of benefits 
1 contained in Petitioner's Statement of Benefits is sufficient to 
justify the deduction for the new manufacturing equipment. 

■ SECTION 5 . The current year approximate tax rates for 

taxing units within the City would be: 

(a) If the proposed new manufacturing equipment is not 
installed, the approximate current year tax rates for 
this site would be $9.2773/$100. 

(b) If the proposed new manufacturing equipment is 
installed and no deduction is granted, the approximate 
current year tax rate for the site would be 
$9.2773/$100 (the change would be negligible). 

(c) If the proposed new manufacturing equipment is 
installed, and a deduction percentage of eighty percent 
(80%) is assumed, the approximate current year tax rate 
for the site would be $9.2773/$100 (the change would be 
negligible). 

SECTION 6. Pursuant to I.C. 6-1.1-12.1, it is hereby 
determined that the deduction from the assessed value of the new 
manufacturing equipment shall be for a period of three years. 

SECTION 7. The benefits described in the Petitioner's 
Statement of Benefits can be reasonably expected to result from 
the project and are sufficient to justify the applicable 
deductions. 

SECTION 8. For new manufacturing equipment, a deduction 
application must contain a performance report showing the extent 
to which there has been compliance with the Statement of Benefits 
form approved by the Fort Wayne Common Council at the time of 
filing. This report must be submitted to both the Allen County 
Auditor's Office, and the City of Fort Wayne's Department of 
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Economic Development. For subsequent years, the performance 
report must be updated and filed within sixty days after the end 
of each year in which the deduction is applicable. 

SECTION 9 . The performance report must contain the 
following information: 

A. The cost and description of real property improvements 
and/or new manufacturing equipment required. 

B. The amount of solid waste or hazardous waste that has 
been converted into energy or other useful products 
during the preceding calendar year as a result of the 
deduction. 

C. The total assessed value of the real and/or personal 
property deductions. 

F. The tax savings resulting from the real and/or personal 
property being abated.

Effect of Passage of Tax Abatement 


Will allow the retroactive designation of the 1610 North Calhoun Street site as an Economic 
Revitalization Area. The company will receive a five year phase-in on its full tax burden, paying the 
full amount on the sixth year. 






Effect of Non-Passage of Tax Abatement 


Will cause the company to have to pay the full tax burden on property that was purchased with the 
expectation of a 95% deduction from its assessed valuation per the then current state law. New 
investment and job creation may be cut. 

Staff Recommendation 

Per the established policy of the Department of Economic Development, the following recommendations 
are made; 

1. Designation as an "Economic Revitalization Area" should be granted retroactively from 
March 1, 1993 through March 2, 1996. 

2. Designation should be limited to a term of three years. 

3. The period of deduction should be limited to five years. 



Comments 


This is among the first Resource Recovery System tax abatement applications undertaken by the City 
of Fort Wayne under legislation effective May 1, 1995. The new legislation gives local officials the 
authority to grant tax abatements to companies installing Resource Recovery Systems, phasing in the 
amount of the abatement in parity with other new manufacturing equipment.
